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For something like forty years I 
nave looked up to Bald Knob on Back 
Allegheny Intending to go there and 
stand on Its windswept summit. 
Last Saturday 1 reached there lets 
but In earnest. The expedition wae 
made under favorable clrcunetances. 
It was arranged by Rev. Fred Gray, 
the botanist. Mlee Virginia Miller 
Lewis anJ Mias Priscilla Collins, a 
couple of college bred young women. 
8. N. flench, the scientific leather 
maker, and this very casual observer 
were the other members of the party. 

When I started out I did not know 
whether there was an article (a liter¬ 
ary composition forming a part of a 
periodical > In It or not. I do not 
know yet, but as I passed the time 
of day with friends of the Greenbank 
I Mstrlct. I kept hearing eomfeChlng 
like this: "Well, we will hear all 
about It in the neit Issue of The 
Times." And this Is the way that a 
person sometimes Is crowded Into 
making an effort. 

This summer II has been my good 
fortune to make a number of tripe to 
the Greenbank district. The good 
road wsa completed to the county 
line In the Chest country no that It 
la easy to reach the top of the world 

Green Bank has the distinction of 
being the highest municipality In the 
eastern part of the United States and 
of being the largest magisterial dis¬ 
trict In West Virginia. A number 
of the smaller counties of the State 
could be contained within her bor¬ 
ders. It Is aa Urge as the great 
county of Webster. 

Last winter some enterprising em 
plre builders In the northern part of 
the State Included Green Bank dis¬ 
trict In a new county scheme ahd 
were surprised to And that If they 
had succeeded In their effort that 
Greenbank would have dominated 
the county that they had hoped to 
form and that they would have been 
left out In tlie cold. 

The oldest part of the settlements 
In Green Bank were around the forks 
of Deer Creek near where the village 
of Green Hank stands Tl.e two 
parts of the stream come together 
about a quarter of a mile above the 
bridge on the Cass road and the 
banks are high at the fork. It was 
on this high bank that Warwick’s 
Fort was located, that served as a 
summer home for the community 
during the open seasons of Jth% »evo¬ 
lutionary times. The bottom lands 
are broad here and the clearings ex¬ 
tended to the foot of the hills. 

The Indians could not surprise the 
fort on account of the opening In the 
forest and It proved a safe retreat 
during all of those dangerous years. 

There Is a tradition that on one 
occasion that a party of hostile In¬ 
dians beselged this fort and watched 
It from the hill by the John G. War¬ 
wick place and that the Indians sent 
an arrow frota that hill that fell 


within the stockade. Considering 
that this was valuable evidence as to 
the much disputed question of the 
range of an arrow In flight, I went 
there the other day and stepped the 
distance From the site of the fort 
to the foot of the hill war five hun¬ 
dred and seventy-three paces, or 
about the third of a mile. 1 have 
no doubt that this Is a fair example 
of the power of the dynamic force 
that the Indian could lend to the 
arrow by his skilled use of the bow. 

There Is nothing In the world to¬ 
day In the way of human dynamics 
to equal It. Crack golf players with 
their Improved drivers and golf balls 
come nearest to such feats, but even 
counting the roil of a ball after It 
reaches the earth, It far exceeds any 
drive yet recorded 

The site of this fort Is In grass but 
It Is not included within the cultiva¬ 
ted fields of the fine farms in and 
about the forks of Deer Creek and It 
Is one of the most beautiful spots 
anywhere to be found In tbe moun¬ 
tains. It has already attracted the 
attention of historians and when the 
times comes to Improve such scenic 
and historic places, this should he 
one of the first considered. The fine 
growth of trees alpng the banks of 
I>eer Creek hide the placo from the 
passing tourist but a path up the 
east bank of the creek from the Iron 
bridge makes It easy of access with¬ 
out trespassing on fenced fields I 
had passid by often without going to 
see It, but 1 have fallen In love with 
thfc place and I do not know of a 
more pleasant retreat anywhere. 

Just across the hayfields In the 
forks of the State highway and the 
Cass turnpl ke Is a very symmetrical 
mound some hundred or more feet 
high that has every appearance of 
being the work of the mound build¬ 
ers. It Is about the same size and 
shape of the Grave Creek mound In 
Moundsvllte, and It would be just as 
well to have It examined by authori¬ 
ties on such subjects to see If It Is 
not of artificial construction. It 
may or It may not be but I cannot 
Jmaglne how such a mound could 
have been formed except by the 
hand of man. 

The last session of the legislature 
created a state hlsorlcal society the 
duties of which Include the marking 
apd preservation of historic and pict¬ 
uresque places and the land around 
Warwick's Fort deserves special at¬ 
tention It Is on the State road a 
short distance north of the Seneca 
Forest, one of the State parks. 

And by the way, Warwick’s Fort 
Is often confused with the Clover 
Lick Fort of Revolutionary times, 
Clover Lick being the seat of Major 
Jacob Warwick, of Revolutlonarv 
times. They were different forts 
garrisoned at the same time In a 
soldier's declaration for a pension. I 
notice that he states that he was on 
duty at Warwick's Fort and was 
transferred from there to the Clover 
Lick fort. They are about fifteen 
mllee apart. 

Greenbank was the site of two no¬ 
table engagements during the Civil 
War. The one at Camp Bartow 
where the greatest artillery demon 
stration of ths first year of the war 
was staged, and the other at Camp 


Allegheny, on top of the main Alle*] 
gheoy. where oo I>erember 13, 1891, 
Gen. Mllroy of the Union fofoeesur- 
rounded the winter camp oi the Con 
federates with a great number of 
troope and was repulsed. 

It was a Green bank company that 
led ti e charge at the Blooiy Angle 
at Spiitejlvanla This was ths 
company of on# hundred men recruit¬ 
ed In the first year of the war, none 
of whom were under all feetwfll. 

These few remarks In leading up 
to tbe expedition last Saturday 

That Invitation centered around 
Pro'. Grav, who has been wise 
enough to make much of the Mk 
sources of the country In which he 
finds himself by studying nature. 1, 
have been starved Into that kind of 
work myself but with this difference 
In that when 1 find out some of the 
secrets of nature 1 write II. rat In 
long hand and hava It printed In 
The Timet, where It beara the acru 
tiny of such trained observer* aa H. 
F Cromer, and I generally get by 
with It. tliough 1 have bad to change 
my conclusions aa the occasion arose 
When my atuff la printed and scan : 
ned by the local authorities then It 
seems to go from me and for that 
reason 1 am not much of a compan 
Ion In ths woods. But Mr. Gray 
has his plants assorted In his mind 
and Is ready to answer questions 

The invitation 1 got was cryptic. 
"Come to Bald Knob for lilies." 

Do men gather grapes of thorns, 
or figs of thistles? 

But the combination of a day In 
the woods with a botanist and a trip 
to Bald Knob caused me to let my 
business slide and go. 

Hench came over to our house juat 
l>efore five of a foggy morning and 
we got under way for Caas juat after 
the five o'clock whistle blew and 
went up the west side of the Green¬ 
brier river. It la about twenty-five 
miles up the river by the local roada. 
Ths way Is across s series of ravines 
and we had the experience of making 
deep dives Into the fog sea and com 
Ing out above the fog. It was about 
an hour and a half's drive, slowing 
up from time to time on account of 
ford cars and rabbles. t 

At Csss we were not quite sure 
where the parson lived but we soon 
Identified the place by the garden 
where a good part of the space wss 
taken up by flowers. 

Here the courtesy of the West 
Virginia Pulp & Paper Company af¬ 
forded us transportation to the town 
of Spruce, the highest town In the 
Appalachian Range. We had a fiat 
car and the best of chances of observ¬ 
ing the country through which we 
passed. The train climbs about 
fourteen hundred feet In the course 
of some seven miles The town of 
Spruce belongs to the company and 
we were kindly received and treated 
with great consideration. The 
scientific parson was among his own 
people. A chlel being among them 
taking notes, has some drswbacks to 
to the hilarity of the opcaslon, but I 
csrrled that of It off the best 1 
could. The wonder at Spruce Is the 
school of trout Id the Cheat River 
that make the water boll when fed 
bread and cheese from the foot 
bridge These trout have accuma- 
lated there In the closed stream, and 
the people of the place take pride In 
protecting them. The waters of the 
stream are colored red from the 
spruce forests. 

From here we took the trail that 
has been cut by the tire wardens who 
trave a station on Bald Knob It Is 
about a three miles climb through 
the spruce woods. There Is a rich¬ 
ness about the spruce forest that Is 
found no where else. There Is a 
wealth of plant life there and a fresh¬ 
ness and an exhilaration of height 
that nothing else possesses. Those 
who wander In such woods are the 
only ones who know bad from good 
so far as wild life Is concerned. 

The person told us that once when 
he was botanizing around In these 
woods that he had Inadvertently 
walked In upon a moonshine still and 
he was enough of a general scientist 
to see that It was Just about ripe for 
a run. But he had spoiled the lick 
and the operators were not captured 

The trail Is plenty good enough for 
pack animals and ao we really had no 
peril and privation In making the 
ascent. It was just a healthy walk 
up the side of a substantial mountalu. 
As we neared the top we came to a 
thick growth of spruce. This was 
composed of small spruce trees about 
lodge pole size and smaller. The 
tract was spread over the top of the 
mountain and contained perhaps a 
hundred acres. The number of trees 
was estimated to be forty-five thous¬ 
and to tlie acre. I called a confer¬ 
ence to get an expression so that this 
growth could be described. The par¬ 
son said that It was like a Louisiana 
cane-brake. It was like the hair on 
your head. It was like wheat In the 
field. It Is a wonder. It covered 
the highest point for strange as It 
may seem to the thousands who have 
gazed on Bald Knob from the lower 
lands, there Is a higher point adjoin¬ 
ing on which the tire lookout tower 
Is placed, and this Is built In this 
spruce thicket. From the tower one 
looks down on the moet bewildering 
carpet of spruce tope, as Inpenetrable 
to the eye as a thick covering of moss. 
The top of that tower Is the highest 
point In West Virginia. We haves 
number of peaks that are forty-eight 
hundred odd feet elevatloo^and there 
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Is some jealousy among the people 

about It. They say that the w bolt 
state cf Oclufpdo It divided on ace 
count of twtUp feet difference to the 
kwo highest peaks «. Hot (lie butiding 
of that sixty-foot tower set the <Juee 
lion at rest In this State, for It It 
4902 ftet at the base of the old'flrt 
station on Bald Knob 4842 feet at 
tl># baa# 01 the new station. And 
4v02T*eet at the top of the tower. I 
climbed ty the top of the tower, not 
so much fo£the view, ae to be able to 
eay that I had reached the highest 
elevation I ft West Virginia And 
when I got there I was more be¬ 
wildered by the sight of the spruce 
tope than the Innumerable peaks and 
f mountain ranges set on every side 
> Friim there we went on to the 
barren spot on Bald Knob where tbe 
fire warden lives In the fire asaaon 
There 1 got my text, though I cannot 
preach from It In the common ac¬ 
ceptance of the term: 

Hearken unto this. O Job: stand 
still, and consider the wondrous 
works of God. 

I, To be consistent therefore I con¬ 
strue that the command to be etlll 
carries out the meaning of the In- 
juectlon. - 

The top of Bald Knob la barren for 
the apace of some scree, but Immedi¬ 
ately to the east and a few feet lower 
It a bench that la denuded .of trees 
but op wliich Is a thick growth of 
covering vegetation such aa mosses, 
ground pine, strawberry vines sod 
the like, and above these flamed 
great tiger llllles. 

Years ago I wrote something that 
seems to apply to tlila place:

The Bald Knob la a sterile tract 
but not to barren as It appears from 
a distance 

We could not forbear bringing In 
great sheaves of the tiger Illy and 
some of you saw the flowers In one of 
the Marlinton churches Sunday.

1 learned so much about plants 
that day that 1 suffered from mental 
indigestion. But here Is a sample of 
the kind of conversation that we had 
Hour after hour I 11 talking about the 
fiork of the spruce woods. The ques¬ 
tions are to and the answers by Mr. 
[Gray: 

Here on this windswept, barren, 
blasted top, where the tire warden 
claims to have read the Pocahontas 
Times for a whole evening by the 
(lashes of lightning, you are caution¬ 
ed to speak the truth: Ques Are you 
acquainted with any members of the 
fern familyY 

Ans. Yes Fifty-seven different 
varieties In West Virginia alone. 1 
have collected others In other slates. 

Ques. Are any of them native to 
this heathy 

Ans. Yes, the bracken Is common 
on this lop The hay soenled Is also 
found here In great abundance. Also 
me form of the lady fern. Strange to 
ity that on this place Is found a 
cinnamon fern that Is generally con¬ 
sidered a marsh variety. 

Ques. Has the fern family made a 
division of the lands on this moun¬ 
tain?* 

Ans. Yes. At a point about 4500 
or 4800 feet, a sploulose fern ceases, 
and the dilated fern owns the land 
with others to the top of the moun¬ 
tain. Strange tossy that the fern 
of the lower levels Is the evergreen. 

Ques How Is the division line 
marked beside the trallY 
" Ans.. By a standing yellow birch 
with two gun shot blazes on the 
north side. 1 marked Mils tree with 
two loads of shot one fall after the 
first frosts had made the line of 
demarcation apparent. 

Ques. Is there any such thing as 
fernseed? 

Ans. Strictly speaking, no There 
are fern spores, botanlcally speaking. 
Kerns have no bloom and therefore 
no seed. 

- Ques. How do you account for the 
barren condition of this mountain 
called Bald KnobY 

Ans. Probably fire first, then wlnd9 
and scant soli. ( Destruction of 
humus by the tire. 

Quee. What Is that beautiful yel¬ 
low flower, a solitary plant here on 
the exact top of the mountain Y 

Ans.- An extra large specimen of 
the evening blooming primrose. 

Ques. Do you see among • these 
present, any exotics? 

Ans. Yes. That bunch of timothy 
for Instance That yarrow there, 
and this bit of pepper grass. This 
bit of smart-weed or tear thumb. 

Ques. What Is the official name of 
the yarrow? 

Ans. Achillea millefolium, or the 
thousand leaved flower of Achilles. 
The legend Is that the old Greek 
general used It as an astringent and 
saved the lives of the soldiers of his
